The 
W hig in referring to the destruction of 
property In the valley of the Shenan- 
doah, says that fell work is going on by 
orders of Gen. Grant to destroy every- 
thing that Will sustain life in the valley, 
and it urges a retaliation on northern 
cities—such as Cincinnati, Boston and 
New York; and suggests that with a 
$1,000,000 there would be no difficulty 
in finding persons in Canada to take 
charge and arrange the details. Thirty 
men, it says, with plans all preconcerted 
and means provided, could in one night 
lay the proudest city in ashes. 
The Richmond Examiner takes to task 
Stephens and Boyce, who have advoca 
ted a proposition for a Convention of all 
the States, and it ridicules the sugges- 
tion.

, Philadel pbia, Oct..18tb. 

Ao arrival from Winchester last Satur- 
day, reports that there was a great deal 
of skirmishing with guerrillas in the 
valley, but nothing serious occurred. and 
a supply train was running regularly. 
Sheridan was sending in lurge droves of 
captured oxen and sheep ; and the de- 
struction of barns, houzes and mills.

'which was refused by Col. Weaver of 
the 18th Obio, some brisk skirmishing 
took place, when the rebels retired and 
advanced on Dalton, which was surren- 
dered without firing a gun, by Colonel 
Johnson of the 44th U. S., who could 
have easily beld the town if be had been 
so disposed. 

Tunnel Hilt was not molested, but 
stations were burned. From this point 
Hood moved to the sonthwest. On the 
road he was confronted by the 4th corps 
under Stanley at Snake Creek Gap, and 
severe fighting ensued, but with what 
result is not known. 

Beaureguard is reported as Comman- 
der-in-Chief of the Army of the Missis- 
sippi. Hood being only commander of 
this Department. 

Sherman is watching every move of 
his antagonist, and important operations 
may be expected soon from that quarter. 

A dispatch this morning reports Hood 
at Somerviile. No reinforcements had 
reached him, amd his militia had nearly 
all deserted.

Hood's Grand Raid a fizzle---Sher- 
idan drives the Rebels again. 
Nashville, Oct. 17th. 
Hood’s army has moved to the north 
of Atlanta. The capture of Dalton by 
him is ramored, with 900 prisorers. At 
last information Hood, witha body of 
troops, was at Ship's Gap. 15 miles south- 
west of Dalton and this side of the Ten- 
nessee river, marching in the direction 
of the river. A portion of Sherman's 
army were hotly pursuing. A member 
of Sherman’s staff telegraphs from Chat 
tanooga, to-day, as follows: Gen. Sher- 
man and army are a'‘l right, and masters 
of every point ever held by us. Llood 
thus far bas sent more men than we bave 
and his raid has produced no military 


results. 
Washington, Oct. 17th. 


Advices from Sherman to the evening 
of the 16th, indicate that Ilood, after 
striking the railread in the neighbor- 
hood of Dalton, bad fallen back before 
Sherman witbout any fighting, abandon- 
ing his great movement upon our line of 
communication. He has torn up fifteen 
miles of the railroad from Resaca north.

Steel plated blockade runner Cap- 
tured. 


Washington, Oct. 18. 

Admiral Porter, commandiog the 
Northern Atlantic Blockading Squadron, 
communicates to the Navy Department 
information of: the capture of the En- 
glish blockade runner Baton, on the 10th. 
She is steel built, and on her first trip, 
having been only 19 days at sea.

From Missouri. 
St, Louis, Oct. 18th. 
The depot at Florence ov the nortb of 


‘the Mo. road, was burned by guerrillas 
on Friday night. The next morning the 
depot at High Hill was destroyed and 
the town robbed of $20,000 ia gold. 
Fears are entertained that other depots 
above Fiorence shared the same fate. 
About 2,000 troops were sent up the 
road on Sunday to protect the stations. 
Gen. Fiske, with three regiments af 12 
months-men and four pieces of artillery, 
attempted to ascend the Missouri river 
in transports early last week. When 
within ten miles of Boonesville he en- 
countered a rebel battery on the south 
bank of the river and was compelled to 
return. Since then the Gen. has been 
ordered to the field—destination un- 
known. 
Prices army at last accounts was 
marching towards Kansas, and bas prob- 
ably entered that State by this time. His 
advance, supposed to be under Fagan, 
reached Independence on Thursday 
night. The next morning Price broke 
camp at Boonville, and with the main 
force moved rapidly towards Lexington 
That place has doubtless been plundered 
and deserted by the rebels before this. 
Fulton, Calloway county, is held by 
the Federal troops. Puaris, Monroe Co., 
is held by the rebels. On Sunday the 
entire male population of Palmyra, Ma- 
rion county, was organized for the pro- 
tection of the town, into five companies 
of enrolled militia. Lewis’ and Clark’s 
companies have been ordered to report 
at Hannibal. An order has just been 
issned for a general suspending ot busi- 
ness in Leavenworth for thirty days. 
Every able bodied man is placed in the 
militia. A strong Federal force is now 
at Pilot Knob, and the fort there is be- 
ing reconstructed. Potosi is strongly 
guarded. There are no armed rebels in 
Soath-East Mo., nearer than Black river. 
where Berryman has about 200 guerril- 
las. Bill Anderson and forty of bis mur- 
derous crew entered Danville, Montgom 
ery county, on Friday evening, murder- 
ed ffve citizens and berned eighteen 
houses. A few citizens occupied the 
blockhouse and attempted to defend it, 
but the rebels burned the house with 
several of its inmates. Yesterday after- 
noon the military force overtook the mis- 
creants. near High Hill, and killed 15 
and wounded 17 of them. 

Lexington was occupied by the rebels 
on Saturday, the Federals having evac- 
uated it the day before. Warreasburg 
is also occupied by the rebels. 


All the Militia of Kansas to be cal- 
led out.

Governor Carney of Kansas, has issued 
a Proclamation containing the recom 
meardation of General Curtis. that the 
entire militia force of the State be called 
out for the period of thirty days. This 
force the General wants assembled ov 
the border, mainly at Olathe, as soon as 
possible. Gen. Deitzler is appointed by 
the Governor to assume command of the 
force thus raised.
